The Bible and Bibleless Spanish Amer

HE largest foreign-language group in our nation 
alt that which uses the Spanish language, and 
there are more than three million init. Not long ago 
these Spanish-speaking friends were located almost 
wholly in the Southwest and in New York City and 
its vicinity. Today they have found their way into all 
our states. The spread and 
development of industrial life 
in all parts of the country has 
levied its toll of laborers from 
our neighbors of Spanish 
background. Yesterday the 
migrant laborers from Mexico 
were imported to work the 
cotton and other seasonal 
crops in Texas, and gradually 
in other border states. Today 
these laborers are following 
the seasons and crops north- 
ward all across the nation. 
Many continue to live an up- 
rooted nomadic life as they 
shuttle back and forth across 
the country as migrant labor- 
ers, but others are in many 
places putting down roots and 
seeking United States citizenship. Whether with us as 
migrants or as permanent neighbors, they are with us 
and constitute both a serious responsibility and chal- 
lenging opportunity. 

The religious atmosphere in which our Spanish- 
speaking neighbors have been nurtured has been un- 
favorable and even antagonistic to their possession of 
the Holy Scriptures. It is a common experience in 
many areas of the United States for Spanish-speaking 
people to be threatened and ill-treated for accepting 
a Bible. Another method of opposition is for them to 
be encouraged to accept copies of the Scriptures and 
then either to be required to burn them or turn them 
over to the priest. Notwithstanding all of this, it is 
characteristic of Spanish-speaking folk to manifest a 
great eagerness to possess for themselves the Word of 
God. Although the Bible is largely an unknown book 
to the vast majority of them, they are wonderfully 
responsive to its truths. 

The mission boards, missionaries, Spanish-speaking 
pastors and other special workers are ministering 
aggressively and with telling effect both to enlist 
and to train our Bibleless Spanish-Americans. The

o this despair, one way the Lord dealt with him was 
oO point out that Elijah was not alone. God said to 
im, ‘Yet I have left me seven thousand in Israel, 
Il the knees which have not bowed unto Baal, and 
very mouth which hath not kissed him.” 

Much the same awareness of fellowship in faith is 
oming with the Jubilee Year of Bible Society work. 
his is paticularly true in the United States, where 
e so often feel that our nation is the only one that is 
ontributing to meet the needs of the world. Many 
eople are surprised and encouraged to know that 
eat programs to secure funds for Scripture distribu- 
ion are in progress in Japan, Brazil, Holland, India, 
exico, the Philippines and many more nations; we 
re chagrined by the realization that Canada, Eng- 
nd and New Zealand, and maybe a few more na- 
ions, are giving a greater amount per capita to dis- 
ribute the Scriptures than are the people of the 
Jnited States! 

The uniting symbol in this great program is the 

Vorld Good Will Book. Those who love the Bible 
nd are helping to share it with others are inscribing 
eir names in these great volumes of testimony. 
Particularly gratifying are the comments in the 
ewspapers of the United States. Here are but a few 
amples:

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Building Up One Hundred and Fifty 


Years of Progress

This article follows one which Dr. North contributed to the March issue. Together they signalize the eiihene of one hundred fifi 

years of Bible Society work, begun with the founding of the British and Foreign Bible Society in 1804. Last month’ s article rehearsed tl 

achievements of the century and a half, at the end of which we find twenty-four national Bible Societies linked together in a common servic 
to the world. In the article that follows, Dr. North throws out the challenge of the years ahead 


N this Jubilee Year of 1954 we must do more than re- 
I view what the British and Foreign Bible Society has 
accomplished in this century and a half of marvelous 
service, nor indeed attempt to summarize what all the 
Societies which have followed their footsteps have done. 
We ought here to note two major elements in the picture. 

The first of these can be well set forth in a passage from 
William Canton’s story of the founding of the British So- 
ciety. In its design, he writes, 

“there was an unprecedented breadth of purpose. In 
its constitution there was a catholicity of spirit which ap- 
peared to many to be wholly impracticable. That catho- 
licity, in truth, was essential to its efficacy and its perma- 
nence; but it was nothing short of marvelous that at a time 
when the conflicts of Churchmen and Nonconformists 
were most bitter and most deplorable, Christians of all 
communions should have consented to unity of action, 
and should have subordinated their personal convictions 
and even their prejudices to the achievement of one sacred 
object.” 

The support given by more than twoscore denomina- 
tions to the American Bible Society is a modern demon- 
stration that the Divine Spirit which moved these men of 
differing convictions to come together for the cause of 
Christ and the Holy Scriptures, moves among us today 
and leads us all thereby to acknowledge the possession of 
the Scriptures as a blessing common to all Christians, and 
the sharing of the Scriptures with other men as the duty 
of all. Here indeed is one demonstration of the real unity 
of those who love Christ truly. Let us not permit any in- 
fluence to injure this fellowship or thwart its great purpose! 

_ The second element to which I must refer is that the 
foundation and existence of Bible Societies is a crystalliza- 
tion, not in a theory or a pronouncement, but in a living, 
working organism, of the Christian conviction that the 
Scriptures are essential— 

first, to the life and nurture of the Christian person; 

second, to the life, the discipline, and the energizing of 

the Church; 

and third, to the Church’s Christ-given task to make 

disciples of all nations. 

None of these can be effectively done unless the Bible is 
in the hands of the person, of the church, of the world, in 
language which they can well understand. This is an im- 
perative laid by the purpose of God upon the Churches. 
In the providence of God the Bible Societies are the chan- 
nels—none other—through which that imperative must be 
answered. 

Though we noted in last month’s review the contrast 
between the world of 1804 and our world, there are 
parallels which must not escape our attention. Then, as 
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twice in our own time, Great Britain faced Europea: 
armies poised on the Channel to attack her. More thai 
half a million men were under arms in England ther 
waiting for the beacon fires that would signal Napoleon’ 
thrust at their homes and hearthsides. It was an act 
Christian courage in the face of such a threat that le 
Thomas Charles and Joseph Hughes, Granville Sharp an 
John Owen and their associates to launch a Bible Societ 
for the world. And they did it not only with courage b 
with faith—faith in their fellow Christians of all denom 
nations and in the God of all. And they did it with wisdo 
for phrases of their Constitution are repeated in clarityi 
the charters of Bible Societies founded in our own time. 

It is for us today—not, perhaps, to launch a fundame 
tal, symbolic, and practical idea as did they—but with lik} 
courage, like faith, like wisdom to press on with ne 
achievement, new invention, new mastery of its arts, ev 
more penetrating insight and stronger bonds of Christia 
fellowship in the task which even yet we have only begu 
A century and a half ago it is a fair guess that only on 
tenth of the world’s population was literate; now we gu 
that one half is literate; and in brief decades whole nation 
have been marching from great illiteracy to literate 1 
jorities. Even were this not so, the number of newlyliterat 
children whom our school systems turn out annually ex 
ceeds the world’s annual circulation of whole Bibles an 
Testaments. Barriers of distance and of time we may hay 
conquered, but the barriers that the totalitarianisms 
our day erect against the truth are as real and terrible a 
any our predecessors faced. 

Yet we have resources that they did not have. Th 
science of practical linguistics makes it far more possibl 
than ever for the Gospel to be set forth in a manner com 
prehensible to the multitudes who speak the thousand an 
more tongues of earth. New techniques for reproducin: 
the written and the spoken Word make possible swift pro 
duction of millions of books where only thousands could | 
issued before. The far-flung lines of the modern missionar 
enterprise, then only in its early beginnings, and the ris 
of sturdy Christian Churches in every part of the w 
afford a network of channels and of indigenous self-acti 
vating centers for the widest diffusion of the Scripture 
It is for us to use these and other means with courage at 
faith and wisdom. : 


We may well be proud, but our pride can be only i 
the greatness with which our forebears faced their da 
We must not be proud of ourselves. We are even now i 
the testing-fires of God’s challenge to our day. It is fort 
to enlarge our vision, to plan greatly, to pray, to work- 
unreservedly to give ourselves to answering the great ca 
God has set before us. 
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Don Chema Shares His New Life

GENEROUS personal donation 

from the far-from-wealthy pas- 
tor of achurch in the bleak highlands 
of western Guatemala caused con- 
siderable stir in the Central Ameri- 
ca Agency of the Bible Society 
‘recently. Interest did not diminish 
when the story behind this $50 gift 
became known. 

The donor was jovial José Maria 
Ruiz, commonly called Don Che- 
ma, pastor of the Tacana congre- 
gation in the highlands of Guate- 
mala near the Mexican border. 
Don Chema has cherished the Bible for many years and 
has been a preacher of the Word since soon after his re- 
markable conversion. After long service in the ministry, 
though not fully retired he has agreed to serve a church in 
a less rugged area with a milder climate than ‘Tacana. 
~ A gay young fellow, Don Chema was the life of the 
party and with his guitar always a welcome guest. But 
when he fell in love with a girl and she refused him, the 
light went out of his life. He wanted to get away from 
everything. He-wanted to forget the past. He determined 
to travel and see new places and try to recapture some- 
thing of the worth-whileness of life. 

But first he would talk it over with his older brother, 
in whom he had learned to put great confidence and who 
lived nearby on a coffee plantation. More than a year 
previously this brother had acquired a New Testament, 
and his life had been noticeably changed by reading it. 
Finding his brother in the coffee grove on an October day 
in 1919, Don Chema recalls that he opened his heart to 
him with these words: “I want to go away from here and 
visit other towns and places to see if through some sort of 
distraction I can get rid of the restlessness that is eating 
out my life.’—‘“‘Receive Christ as your Saviour,” his 
brother urged, “and you will find what you need. I 
eceived him a year ago and I feel happy.’? Don Chema 
ithout hesitation said, “I accept Christ as my own

These Indians of the Guatemala highlands are worshiping 
according to their ancient pagan rites.

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Often we are doubtful about people who so quickly, 
and seemingly without proper background or preparation, 
make so important a decision. But today Don Chema’s 
life is known throughout Guatemala; and during the 
many years that he has served as pastor of various churches 
he has led many to Christ. 

In order to relieve suspense, though this is not the way 
a novel would end, Don Chema has never married. 

Some years ago one of his parishioners gave him a sheep 
that in the course of the years increased into a flock. Early 
last year Don Chema determined to leave the pastorate 
of the church in the highlands because the work there is 
too hard for a man of his ag’e, and take another church lo- 
cated in the provincial capital and that had called him. 
He could leave his congregation in the hands of his succes- 
sor, but what should he do with his flock of sheep? He de- 
cided to sell them; and although the buyer was not able 
to give the full price at the time, he did make a down pay- 
ment of $50. 

With the same self-giving attitude that has marked his 
entire Christian ministry Don Chema did not look upon 
this small fortune as a possible help toward his own com- 
fort, but secured a bank draft and sent the entire sum to 
the Bible Society. He wants others to have the new life 
that has come to him and to his brother through the read- 
ing of the Bible. 
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This picture illustrates the kind of thing that is con- 
tinually going on all over the world where our nation’s 
forces are serving. Here we see Captain J. T. Water- 
house, Commander of the U.S.S. Estes, receiving a Bi- 
ble from Chaplain E. R. Brewster, Amphibious Force 
Chaplain.

“He Sent His Word, 


and Healed Them.’’

PPROXIMATELY five hundred new patients are ad- 
A mitted to our hospital here in Brooklyn each 


month. Some of them will be with us for a few days, 
others for a period of weeks. 
Each one is visited by a 
chaplain of his particular 
faith within a few hours 
after his admission. On my 
initial visit to our Protes- 
tant patients I offer them a 
New Testament supplied 
by the American Bible So- 
ciety. More than fifteen 
hundred Testaments, Bibles 
and portions of Scripture 
are thus distributed each 
year. Very seldom does a 
patient refuse to accept this 
gift of the Word, and many 
of those who decline our 
offer do so because they 
have brought their own 
copy with them. 

The patient is among 
strangers—doctors, nurses, : } . 
aides and other patients. In ic 
those first few hours he can 
be very lonely. The chap- 
lain comes as a welcome 
visitor, and the New Testa- 
ment he receives is some- 
thing with which he is 
more or less familiar. It is 
an attractive book which he opens and, whether out 
of respect or curiosity, reads a few verses or chap- 
ters. Many continue this practice during their hos- 
pitalization. 

Among the Korean veterans admitted in recent 
months have been a number of Porto Ricans, some of 
whom are of the Protestant faith. Making my regular 
calls on new patients one morning, I discovered one 
of these men in a ward where he was the only Span- 
ish-speaking patient. He was a forlorn individual, 
finding it difficult to make himself understood or to 
participate in the conversation of nearby patients. I 
returned later in the day with a “‘Santa Biblia”’ from 
the American Bible Society. His eyes lighted up, a 
smile spread across his face and he became very pro- 
fuse in his thanks. Here was something he knew 
about; and when the chaplain visits the ward now, 
this patient picks up his Bible and expresses his thanks 
for his ‘‘Good Book.” It relieved his loneliness and 
assured him of Christian friends in the hospital. 
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August Echtermeyer, a veteran of World War I, is blind 

and so crippled with arthritis that he not only cannot use his 

fingers for reading Braille, but can sit up, as in the picture, 

for but a few moments at a time. Chaplain Smith, as seen 

here, goes regularly to his bed to bring him the healing com- 
fort of God’s Word 


Two thirds of our patients are physically unabl 
to attend the worship service in the chapel each wee 
so that considerable time is spent in bedside ministr 
The patient who is no 
ambulatory becomes th 
special charge of the cha 
lain. Since he cannot a 
tend any of the worshi 
periods, our radio and per 
sonal ministry must be di 
rected to his needs, an 
here the Bible assumes a 
important role. 

The radio devotional be: 
gins each morning with z 
Scripture reading whic 
patients may follow in thei 
own Bibles. If a patient is 
confined to bed fora period 
of time, some bedside minis$ 
try is indicated—the read$ 
ing of the Word, a prayer 
together, a few comments} 
If a patient has a favorite 
chapter, it is used; and ij 
not, the chaplain selects 4 
portion to meet his need 
and reads it from the pat 
tient’s own Bible. | 

There are also special! 
occasions that provide op 
portunities for the use of the 
“Sword of the Spirit.’ Bed4 
side devotions are effective preceding surgery; whe 
a patient is worried, disturbed; in pain; or facing 
long period of inactivity. The Bible serves a peculiar 
purpose here, provided it is used selectively. Scripture 
therapy may make a real contribution to the minis- 
tration of the hospital staff, as it helps to quiet the 
patient, relieve the tension and give him fresh con- 
fidence born of a knowledge that God is an ever 
present help. : 

One of our patients had been a nurse in World War 
I. Because of her knowledge of disease and treatment 
she knew that malignancy had limited her span of 
life to a few weeks. There were times when she was in 
great pain, and finally even those medicines which 
had been bringing blessed relief became less effective. 
Frequently, when she was having a particularly dif- 
ficult time, the nurse would call me to visit her, for 
the reading of the Word helped her to attain that 


composure which ushered in the blessed balm of 
sleep.

I have witnessed the tremor cease, the breathing of 
an asthmatic become less labored, the disturbed pa- 
tient or one in pain become quiet under the reading 
of the Bible and the accompanying prayer. It has 
demonstrated many times over that there is a thera- 
peutic value in the bedside devotional with a patient. 
‘The burdened soul who reads or hears the words of 
Jesus, ““Come unto me, all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden,” begins to feel that he is an object of 
God’s care. The patient, weak and fearful, is given 
encouragement with the words, ‘Fear thou not; for I 
am with thee; be not dismayed, for I am thy God. I 
will help thee; yea, I will uphold thee with the right 
hand of my righteousness.”’ The promise of God to be 
with us can mean that this will be true even through 
the period of anesthesia and surgery. 
_ The Bible is especially reassuring to the handi- 
capped or incapacitated person. The promises found 
in the Word are not dependent upon one’s physical 
condition for their fulfillment. This ‘power of God 
unto salvation to everyone that believeth” gives 
assurance that God’s bléssings are for all who turn to 
Him in faith, even though it be an amputee or dis- 
abled, a patient in pain or beset by worry. At some 
time all of them may be blessed because ‘“‘He sent his 
Word, and healed them.”

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Top News in Japan 


Bibles had been distributed among the Japanese 
prisoners of war in the Philippines during their stay 
there. Most of the prisoners have now been released 
or transferred to Sugamo Prison in Tokyo. Below 
is an extract from the ‘“Top News,” a column in 
the Asahi and Yomiuri newspapers—two of the three 
dailies with the largest circulation in Japan: 


During the war about 600,000 Japanese soldiers and 
civilians were in the Philippines; of that number 460,000 
were killed and all but one hundred of the survivors re- 
turned to the homeland. I am one of the hundred who 
had to remain behind as a prisoner. 

For the first six months we were optimistic that we 
should not have to pay the death penalty. Later, hope 
disappeared. Capt. Masaki, who had been in prison be- 
fore, told us that to him the opening of the door by the 
guard sounded like a call to the gallows; this dread sound 
filled my mind for the next half year. 

Later, the death penalty being so long delayed, my opti- 
mism asserted itself again, and for six months I thought 


‘that we would escape our fate. Then in January 1951, 


fourteen members of our groups were executed. This was 
a shock that made us wake up, and from then on we 
turned our thoughts to religion. Before that we had been 
egotistical, and in the clash of our varying moods fell to 
quarreling every day. From the time we turned to the 
consideration of religion the spirit of peace and mutual 
consideration prevailed among us. 

I spent most of my time in Bible-reading. I read the 
New Testament as well as the Old Testament six times. 
Especially I read the Gospel of John. 

And now I am against any kind of war. There is no 
excuse for any kind of war. Any kind of job I take here- 
after will not change my mind.

To give Vahram an official standing the 
Bible Society took him temporarily on its payroll and 
defrayed part of his expenses through a gift for this 
purpose received from the Armenian Missionary Asso- 
ciation of New York. Other friends met the remainder 
of the cost of the journey, which lasted from June 24 
to Julyset Be 1955 9e twenty— 
four days in all. 

‘As I set out from home,” 
says brother Vahram, ‘“‘the 
words of Psalm “147, “The 
Lord taketh pleasure in . 
those that hope in his mercy,’ 
were like a promise and 
benediction for the trip.” 

His first Bible was sold at 
six in the morning to the 
night clerk at brother Toz- 
luyan’s hotel. The clerk sug- 
gested that if Bibles in a 
number of languages could 
be left with him he could un- 
doubtedly make some sales, 
as the clientele of the hotel is of many races. (Bibles 
in five or six languages are now on sale in that hotel.) 
After occupying his seat in the Ankara bus, Vahram 
remembered and returned to the ticket-sellers in the 
office and, in the few moments before the start, sold 
them several Portions. When the bus rolled out on its 
twelve-hour journey, Vahram found himself seated 
next to a Turkish civil servant who appeared to be of 
fairly high culture. Vahram opened his bag and 
showed the gentleman a Bible, asking if he were ac- 
quainted with this book. ‘Is not your shop on the 
Tunnel Square?” the man asked. When Vahram 
agreed; the official continued, ‘‘Really, this is astonish- 
ing! How often I have passed your shop and wanted 
this book, but for some reason I never stepped in and 
bought it. Now you bring it to my very hand, and just 
at the right moment when I am going for a holiday in 
the mountains. Now for two weeks I can sit in the cool 
shade of a tree reading this good book.” 

The day was tiring and dusty. Bus journeys over 
Turkish roads are exhausting experiences. “They turn 
you inside out,” as Vahram puts it. 

The two friends spent six days among the seven 
hundred Armenian families of Ankara. They would go 
from house to house, and wherever they stopped, the 
Christian neighbors would be called in for prayer, 
hymns and reading, followed by the sale of Scriptures. 
Vahram was glad to find many of the books he dis- 
tributed six years ago still in use. On Sunday morning 
a congregation of about fifty filled two large rooms to 
overflowing. A Turkish woman, the wife of a police- 
man, came to the window and watched them curi-

both evenings there were gatherings in the home 
worship and prayer. Many questions were asked a 
worship and about the difference between Islam 
Christianity. These people are very solitary, 
little of the religion of their fathers, and are there 
almost helpless against their non-Christian neigh! 
with whom they are now living on good terms. 
the meetings some accepted Christ’s salvation 
praised Him aloud. . 

Vahram then visited the house in which he v 
born. It is now in the possession of a Turk, who ent 
tained them hospitably and invited them to co 
whenever they wished; for, he said, it was theirs 
much as his. Seeing that he was a religious m 
Vahram told him how he had found salvation, and. 
Turk was interested and pleased. He bought a ec 
plete Bible, a sale at which Vahram was naturé 
particularly happy. 

Their next place of call was Kayseri, where th 
are some four hundred Armenian homes. On the tr 
Vahram sold a number of Scriptures to the conduct 
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ring a brief halt the conductor came running up 
| platform, calling out that he wanted another set 
ihe same for the station master. At Kayseri Father 
ygazun, priest of the Armenian church, very hos- 
ably placed one of his rooms at their disposal dur- 
their stay. This meant that in the evenings a group 
uld gather in the church courtyard for long and 
pful conversations, during which the priest was 
sent and most cooperative. 

they went to visit a sister at her vineyard in the 
s, and here they found four tasks waiting for them. 
© sister, whose spiritual life had sunk to apathy, 
s roused. Her husband, an unbeliever, needed to 
ic the message of Christ and heard it. Their daugh- 
a young woman who had recently lost her hus- 
ud, needed consolation. By God’s help she found 
1 salvation,.“Their Turkish neighbors needed and 
-e supplied with Scriptures. Is not every corner in 
atolia, every family in the country waiting for a 
ilar visitation? 

Another long bus ride brought the travelers to 
prek, a town which includes seventy Armenian fam- 
s, with their church and resident priest. Here they 
e given hospitality in a home and not allowed to 
to the hotel. Hardly were they settled, when visi- 
s gathered to greet them, and the spiritual work 
ran. Pray@r meetings are a regular part of the life 
hese people, who are devout and spiritually awake. 
At the town of Sivas, Vahram went to the bookstore 
ere, a few years ago, his offer of Scriptures had 
n rather roughly dismissed. This time his approach 
s more careful with the result that the proprietor 
ught five Bibles and a New Testament and placed 
m on the shelves for sale. 

At Tokat, the Armenian to whom Vahram had 
*n referred detailed a small apprentice to guide him 
nother address. On the way Vahram spoke to him of 
s. This Armenian boy had never heard of Jesus and 
so entranced that “his legs stopped walking.” 
hram felt that the journey to Tokat was worth while, 
nly to have shown this child the way of salvation. 
hile he was visiting in the shop of a silversmith 
‘okat, the chief of the police came in, probably to 
over what was afoot. When he saw the Bible 
hram had just sold and found that it was printed 
Turkey and not abroad, he became quite friendly 
d promised to drop in now and then to read from it. 
ahram still had one Bible left. This he offered to 
ailor who could read and who had children at 
sool. But the tailor was not interested, and Vahram 
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did not urge him. At rather a late hour, Vahram was 
roused in his hotel room by the tailor who said: ‘‘I’m 
sorry. After you left, my conscience began to trouble 
me that I had not taken the only opportunity I may 
ever have to buy a Bible. If you still have it, here’s 
my money.” 

At Samsun their hotel proprietor was rather gruff 
toward them, probably because he did not like their 
religion. On one occasion, when Vahram asked for a 
glass of water, the proprietor said they were too busy to 
fetch glasses of water. The 
fact that Vahram did not 
get excited at this rebuff but 
accepted it with patience 
was evidently not lost on the 
hostler, who later had some 
talk with him. On Vahram’s 
last evening before leaving 
for Istanbul the proprietor 
invited him to come and 
answer the questions of a 
group of officials who were 
chatting at tables in front of 
the hotel. Leading Vahram 
among them, he said by way 
of introducing him, ‘‘Gen- 
tlemen, here is a true Mus- 
lim.’ — “Yes,” said Vahram, 
‘“Muslim means_ believer, 
and I am happy to believe 
in God and the Prophets.” 
From this he led on to wit- 
ness to the saving power in 
God through Christ which 
he had experienced in his own life. At the end the 
officials expressed their interest in his story and ap- 
proved of his faith. When they had gone the proprietor 
told him that these were the chief legal and adminis- 
trative officials of the city. 

At Samsun Vahram and Mr. Tozluyan were to part 
company, as the latter would take ship thence to 
Greece. In his weary condition Vahram felt unable 
to face a return journey of two days by bus. There 
would be no ship for several days, and the cost of the 
ticket would be only a little less than that of a journey 
by air. At the airport he found himself faced with an 
unexpected charge for excess baggage caused largely 
by the books in Armenian and languages other than 
Turkish for which he had failed to find the expected 
demand. When he mounted the plane he had not a 
penny on him. Yet he would also need money for a 
porter and transportation on arrival. ‘Though he had 
no Scriptures to display, he spoke as usual about the 
Bible to his fellow passengers. One of these asked to 
have a Bible sent, and Vahram noted his address. 
When this man insisted on paying him in advance and 
so quite unconsciously providing Vahram with the 
means of getting home, Vahram rejoiced at the care 
that is taken of those who hope in the Lord’s mercy.

With so many 
possibilities open for Christian service, it isn’t any wonder 
hat a person is uncertain sometimes as to where the need 
s most and where he might serve best. The need seems to 
pe everywhere. I’m sure that many of these people are as 
ungry spiritually as they are physically... .

offering.’ The quarters and dimes seemed to grow a little 
every day. 

The two weeks went by so very fast. The children learned 
songs and prayers and stories; they made maps and fin- 
ished their projects. They studied rocks and trees and 
flowers. They had a picnic, and John pitched at the base- 
ball game. He was a very good pitcher. 

Joan didn’t cry once. She had so many friends she was 
not lonely any more. After school was over, Aunt Mar- 
guerite went to Des Moines, where she was to work in a 
hospital clinic for eight weeks. All the class went with her 
to the post office and they sent more than ten dollars to 
the American Bible Society, with a thank-you letter which 
they all wrote. 

Danny told mother later, “I wouldn’t have missed it 
for anything. I hope Aunt Marguerite teaches us again 
nextsummoer, but if she can’t, Pll go anyway. It’s real keen.”

What would you 
ink if one.day you received a donation of one hun- 
4 thousand? It would surely be a delightful surprise, 
) matter what the real intrinsic value of the amount 
as. No Bible Society agent in a country like Bolivia, 
ith evangelical work just past its fifth decade and 
ll very much in its infancy in many parts of the 
yuntry, would ever dream that one day he might 
ceive a hundred thousand bolivianes (this is our 
ot unit—a dollar of one hundred cents) from 
e single group of believers; yet the miracle hap- 
ned to me just recently. The whole of last year’s 
bscriptions for all the country amounted to what 
felt was a very fine total of Bs. 134,000, and now 
re comes one hundred thousand from a single 
mmunity of Christians far in the northern tropical 
rt of Bolivia! ‘(Let it be said that our money has 
en so depreciated of late that it would take some 
60 of our “‘dollars” to make a pound and 700 to 
ake a U.S. dollar, so at that rate our one hundred 
ousand would only bring some £50, or $140.) 
owever, the real value to these folks in terms of 
eir daily living would easily be three times that 
ount, which enables one to evaluate the measure 
their gift, 

There is quite a romance in the story of how this 
oup of believers was formed and grew. The first 
ginnings go back some thirty years, when George 
lan, who with Crisdlogo Barrdn made the first 
nslation of the Bolivian Quechua New ‘Testament, 
ade an exploratory trip to this part of Bolivia with 
young fellow-missionary named Henry Webe- 
rfer. It must have been among the very first of 
angelistic trips in this region of Bolivia, where, in 
ntrast with the rugged Andes, the terrain consists 
thousands of square miles of pampas and forests, 
iss-crossed with numerous streams, and some big 
ers, all feeding the mighty Amazon 

Going downstream one day, the launch stopped at 
small settlement along the river; and to the delight 
all on board they discovered that the owner was 


dn’t been there very long when, 
Iding the Bible aloft, he exclaimed, ‘‘This is the 
ok Bolivia needs!’? He was aging, and his sight 
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was getting dim; so the missionary promised him a 
new leather-bound Bible with big print, which was 
sent to him once the journey was completed. Ribera 
was the name of the old gentleman; and some of his 
family, notably a son named Anthony, carried on the 
evangelical tradition when the old man passed on. 
Occasionally in the succeeding year, missionaries 
visited the settlement, but often with considerable 
intervals between the visits. In more recent years 
the cause has steadily grown; and this little com- 
munity, owing almost its whole life to the placing of 
a single Bible there many years ago, has, like the 
Macedonian believers, become noted for its liberality. 
‘The Lord’s portion’? is no meaningless phrase to 
them, but rather has become a very real part of their 
Christian life. 

A list of all who had contributed to the one hun- 
dred thousand was sent to me and consisted of sixty 
names; and it is a remarkable fact that of these sixty 
no less than thirty-three carried the name Ribera, 
all descendants of the old gentleman above. St. Paul 
told the Philippian jailor, ‘‘’Thou shalt be saved, and 
all thine house’; and here, surely, is a glorious ex- 
ample of just that. Think again of what may result 
from placing one copy of the Word of Life: a family 
of thirty-three, to say nothing of another twenty- 
seven, rejoicing in the salvation which the Book has 
brought to them and gladly showing their deep love 
for it and appreciation for the Society which makes it 
possible for other hungry and needy souls to possess 
a copy in their own language by sending in this mag- 
nificent gift.
